The work of drilling the fir-1 oil 
well in the territory between Croth- 
ersville and Austin has been started, 
and there is considerable excitement 
over the prospects for oil. 
I he ma­ 
chinery was shipped to Crothersville 
last week and was taken a few miles 
south where the first well was start­ 
ed. 
The drillers began 
work this 
morning and are down about forty 
feet. 
A message from Crothersville this 
afternoon said that no oil had been 
struck, but that the drillers were 
optimistic over the prospects tor a 
paying well. 
It is probable that the 
well will he drilled 
to a 
depth of 
about 1,200 feet. 
The promoters believe that oil will 
Tie found in large quantities in that 
vicinity and have stated that they 
will make every effort (<» te?*t <>ut 
the territory thoroughly. 
I’he first 
well was started at a place which 
appeared favorable, but the men who 
are in charge <>f it say that it 
i k> oil 
is found at that place, there are a 
number of other places which look 
favorable to them. 
The peopje around 
Crothersville j 
and Austin are very much interested! 
in the well and are of course anxious 
that oil he struck in large quantities 
as it would mean a big thing for that 
vicinity. 
The plan to drill for oil 
in that vicinity has been under way 
for several months, hut the work has 
been unavoidably delayed until this 
time. 
Many of the persons believed 
that the test would never he made 
and are pleased with the progress. A

$350,000 of tills when tie knew Parker 
was beaten and merely for the p urp ose 
of holding the Democratic organization 
intact, 
ft also came out that George 
W. 
Perkins contributed $122,000 to 
Colonel Roosevelt's 19 12 p re-conven­ 
tion camp aign, swelling the total of 
that 
fund, 
as disclosed 
before the 
committee, to $835,000. 
It likewise 
was revealed that Colonel Roosevelt 
was p lanning to cap ture the Rep ubli­ 
can p residential nomination weeks be­ 
fore he resp onded to the sp ontaneous 
call p resented by the seven governors.

The tailless kite shown in Fig. 1, 
known as the Malay, is one of the sim­ 
plest forms to make, and it is such a 
big improvement over the hexagonal 
kites.

a very steady flier, it will fly in a light 
breeze, it has good lifting qualities 
for sending up flags and banners on its 
line, and with no tail to hamper it 
there is little danger of it getting 
caught in trees, on telegraph wires, 
end on chimneys. 
It is safe to say

are 16at through the entanglement of 
the tails. 
Three feet is a good length for a 
medium-sized kite.

Secure the bow* stick to the vertical 
stick with brads and thread at a dis- 
ance from the top of the vertical 
stick equal to 1-10 of its length, as 
hovn in Fig. 5. 
The ends of the 
sticks may be notched to receive the 
framing string, but you will g.-t better 


inch in diameter, for the crosspieces. 
The uprights should be fastened about 
4 inches apart. 
Drive nails through 
the edge of each upright into the cross­ 
pieces to hold the reel together. 
The 
projecting ends of the crosspieces form 
the handles of the reel. 
One Is held 
in each hand and the reel is turned 
with sort of a hand over hand move­ 
ment. 
Such a reel as this can be op­ 
erated more handily and more rapidly 
than the common variety of reels.

Shell life is probably 
the 
oldest 
form of animal life upon the globe. 
Its study is an interesting one, and 
even people wdio are not of a scien­ 
tific turn of mind find pleasure in look­ 
ing on the exquisite coloring and deli­ 
cate beauty of the many varieties of 
shells and on their wonderful mechan­ 
ism.

is found, with wdiat eagerness the find-

its murmurings, whereby, in the words 
of the po»*t, it expresses “mysterious 
union with its native sea.” 
In the Smithsonian institution at 
Washington there is a collection of 
50,000 shells, many of them of a large 
size, others strangely 
formed, 
and 
some of the iridescent 
colors 
which 
rival the hues of sunset. 
In examining these there come to 
mind 
many 
fables 
and 
traditions 
about shells. 
There is 
the 
conch 
shell, which was made into a horn 
and blowrn by old Triton and the at- 
t end ants of Neptune. 
Then there is 
the nautilus, of which Pope says; 
Learn of the little nautilus to sail. 
Spread the thin oar and catch the driving 
K th*. 
Many years ago a Dutch natural- 
, 1st w* nt to the Indian seas to study 
; shells. 
When he came back he told 
the story that the nautilus sailed in 
troops over the sea, and were able, 
when they w ished, to fill themselves 
with w*ater and sink to the bottom. 
This, it has been found, is not true. 
The nautilus commonly inhabits the 
bottom of the sea, where it creeps 
about by means of % large muscular 
disk with which the head 
is 
fur­ 
nished, and it rarely rises to the sur­ 
face or is seen floating there. 
The 
interior of the shell is divided into 
chambers, connected by a little tube, 
which affords air. 
The shell has most 
exquisite coloring, from pearly white 
to varied motley.—San Francisco Call.
